1. CHADIAN FONMIN ABDEL KADER ARRIVED KHARTOUM JULY 15 
WITH ORAL AND WRITTEN MESSAGES EOR NIMEIRI FROM CHADIAN 
PRESIDENT. SPECIAL PROGRAM WAS PREPARED FOR HIM TO WHILE 
AWAY THE TIME UNTIL NIMEIRTS RETURN FROM JIDDA. LATTER 
RECEIVED ABDEL KADER SOON AFTER HIS RETURN LATE JULY 19 
AND CHADIAN DEPARED EARLY JULY 20. ACCORDING MEDIA,
